W. W. English, of Pulliam street, 


for seven years a craneman connected

with the Auatin Brothers Bridge com- 
pany, at Murphy avenue and Mickle- 
berry street near Fort McPherson. was 
found burned to death by a_ nizht- 
watcliman, Grover Moon, shortly be- 
fore midnight Wednesday. 

Mr. Moon, who was on his regular 
rounds, saw a light flickering from the 
cabin of a ten-ton electrical crane and 
upon investigation found that the blaze 
had enveloped the cabin to such an 
extent that it was impossible for him 
to enter. He immediately notified the 
city fire department and it was when 
the firemen arrived that Mr. Eng- 
lish's dead body was found. with his 
clothes burned completely off him.

Augusta, Ga., December 7.—(/)— 
“God never intended that his cause 
should go on without struggle ind 
sacrifice,’ declared Dr. John 
White, pastor*of the First Baptist 
in the principal 
address of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention tonight. 

It was .he occasion of the 50th 
anniversary of the state mission board 
of the convention. 

Dr. White's address was a sum- 
ming up of the work of the board for 
50 years and.a propheey of the task 
ahead of all religious agencies. 

The high spot in the day’s activi- 
ties was the adoption of the report 
of the committee on _ educational 
policy, considered by many as the 
most important action taken by the 
convention this vear. This action, it 
was pointed out, will serve to co- 
ordinate the work of the various edu- 
cational institutions of the convention 
and safeguard the schools and colleges 
from future financial embarrassment 
as well as insure a steadily increasing 
confidence on the part of the denomi- 
nation that the institutions are deft- 
nitely moving along lines of the Chris- 
tian interpretation of life. 

The report on cducation, read by

recommended that the convention un- 
dertake a united ‘campaign for en- 
dowment, the details of the campaign 
to be worked out by a committee 
composed of Louie D. Newton, of At- 
lanta; John D. Mell, of Athens; E. J. 
Forrester, of Sparta; L. M. Latimer, 
of Griffin; W. T. Granade, of States- 
boro; H: D. Johnson, of Valdosta, 
and John FE. White, of Savannah. 
This committee is to make a report 
to the executive committee at its 


March meeting, and the committee is 
instructed to set up such a campaign 
at that time. . 

The report on edueation further 
provides that the convention take over 
the support of ministerial students in 
the schools and colleges. This was 
considered favorable action in that it 
relieves Mercer university of the car- 
rying expense of aidiug m/nisteriat 
students out of its operating budget. 

The convention today adopted a 
resolution offered by W. Trox Bank- 
ston, of Covington, expressing the vig- 
orous opposition of the Baptists of 
Georgia to any wet candidate for the 
presidency of the United States. The 
resolution follows: 

“Resolved, that the Georgia Baptist 
convention goes on record as op 
to the support of any candidate for 
the presidency of the United States, 
regardless of his political affiliations, 
who has been or is opposed to the en- 
forcement or the modification of the 
prohibition law as now written inte 
the constitution of the United States.” 

A report on the condition of Mercer 
university, delivered by Dr. W. L.

2 LEAP TO DEATH 
FROM SKYSCRAPERS 


IN NEW YORK CITY 


New York, December 7. 
and a woman died in leaps from great 
heights in New York today. 

Lonis Schwartz, 32-year-old world 
war veteran, married and a father, his 
mind affected, according to business 
assiciates, by recent financial re- 
verses, ended his life in a plunge from 
the 43d floor of the Woolworth build- 
ing, the first suicide from that famous 
structure. He had shed his coat and 
hat in a wash room.
